HE miſerable Cataftrophies of theſe deplore: 
| Wretches, whoſe ſad ends (though well delery 
- © <d by reaſon of their Crimes) I here purpole £4 
relate, the which .may. ſure amuſe the World, 
and rouſe ſecure Sinners from their drouſineſs, left dread-- 
Ful-Fate awake *em, when too late, only to view their ſure 
and certain Death. | 
The firſt in this Diſaſter was Robert narpfoers for com. 
mitting 2 Burglary . upon a Houle in St, Ketherines, COM: * 
monly calted by che Name of the Seven Stars z and rheace 
fellon1ouſly bearing away, contrary to the eſtabliſhedLaws 
of this Nation, and His M:jeſties Crown and Dignity, le- 
vera Parcels, as well Houthold-goods as Money, to-4 con- 
fiderable value. Part of the Goods being found upon him 
he was committed : and in Cour: the Fellony and Burglary 
proved, he received Sentence, and on Wedneſday being the 
11th of this inſtar Fane, 1679 ſuffered accordinglyat Ty- 
burn, His penitence, as to outward appearance, 
more than commonly from ſuch Offenders can be expe

was Richard Capel, ayo Min, but an old Offetider, 
having beeg once bugat in the Hand at Surry Afiizes: And 
in the late Confl-gratiort of "Newt Bri hg,zhea being 
Priſoner there, eicaped thence in the Ht a6@ Phrong of 
People aflembled at rhat rime for the extinguiſhing of the 
Fire: of which Fire I ſuppoſe few are ignorant, He not 
being content with his liberty, fell ro his, old Employment 
afreſh ; for, as our Engliſh Ptoverb more fully denotes, 1m- 
poſſible *tis to wiſh an Ecthiopiin white, lo accuſtomed 
Crimes do ſcldome leave indulged Sinners ; for thele often 
warnings were not ſufficient to prevail upon this {ſerious 
thoughts, but following ſtill choie fatal Tracks that cend to 
Death and Hell, at laſt he was Enfnared- 1n- his Devices : 
For oge Evening, ſomewhat late, he djid/commit a Fellony 
in a Cooks Houle in Blackamore:ffreet; bearing thence as 
much Peyyrer as he could eonvenicarly carry; being mer 
by the Watch, he told chem he had it 1a tuch 1 


but after ſame time they, by the Marks, found the right 
Owner, - whereupon he was committed, and after ({enten- 
ced, and this day executed, His Behaviour in Priſon af- 
ter his condemnation was more than ordinarily pennitent, 
confeſling and bewailing his former lude and vicious cour- 
ſes ; for it is commonly (een that Death's unavoidable ap- 
proach often ſtarrles the hardeſt Sinner. Ar the place of 


Execution he deſired all to take warning by his untimely 


+ 'ead, and that they timely would repent.

The next; i order, was FH: ary Senſon, for robbing a Per- 
fon of Quality 1a Cheſwick, and fellonioufly bearing away 
a Flitch of Bucan, two Kertles, and other things; he ha- 
ving been an old Eff:ader herctofore, was ſeatenged, and 
accordingly executed, He much bewailed his , Offences 
during his »-ing inthe Hold, and faid, That bad Compa- 
ny had enticed him to act that, and many other Exploits g 
but chat he hoped for mercy from above, although he 
could expect none here bolouf by reaſon of the hatnouf- 
nels of his former Offenees, and he was exceeding peni- 
tent to the laſt, deſiring the SpeRators to ſupplicate Omni- 

tence fr mercy on his Soul, when he ſhould appear be. 
fore the D:2ad Tribunal, to anſwer for his'wilful and heed- 
tels Sins anc former Offences,
